\ HE War maintain'd by 
. the Confederate Princes 
againſt the Turks being 
5£.7þ - the Subject of the Hopes 
as well as inquiſttive Diſcourſes of 
all Europe, I thought I might do 
g00d: 'iService' to the Pubhick, by 
| communicating ro the World theſe 
| Meinoires of © the Venetian Congueſts, 
having receiv'd them from an Eye- 
| witnels*of thoſe Exploits. It may 

be * ſaid of the Tarks m their pre- 

ſent Conſternation , that they are 


half vanquiſhd before they are 
allaulted. 
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aſlaulted. The - Chriſtian . Armies 
| have by their late Victories, made 
themſelves ſo formidable , that 
they ſtrike Terrour and Amaze- 
ment among the Inhdels : We have 
Examples of it in the Afvrea ; 
where, upon the firſt approach 
of the Yenetiens, the Turks quitted 
Patras, the Dardanelles, the Cities 
of Lepant, Corinth, and Miſra, and 
whateyer was under their Com- 
mand in that Country. But that 
which makes moſt for the Yene- 
tians Glory, is, That thoſe Places 
which the Turks never durſt at- 
rempt with leſs than an hundred 
or an hundred and hfry thouſand 
men, were by them ſubdued with 
a far inferior number : So that if 
we conlider the {wiftneſs of their 
Conqueſts, we may eaſily believe 
that Republique to be in a good 
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Capacity of recovering its ancient 
Grandeur, and that it will have . a 
great ſhare in the Glory of over- 
throwing that vaſt ;Colofſus which 
has ſo long been the Terrour of all 
Chriſtendom. The Lofles it has 
ſuffered. fince the Eſtabliſhmenr of 
the Turks in Europe, are well known. 
Salonica the richeſt Ciry of Macedon, 
was taken from it by Amurat II. 
who» deſtroy'd that famous Wall 
that ſtop'd his paſſage, and ſecur'd 
that Sejgneurie from his lavaſions. 
In the year 1470. Mibomet II. ferz'd 
himſelf of Negropont, and part of 
the Morea and Albania, having a 
ſecond time ruin'd the Corinthian 
Wall which the Penetians had rebuilt, 
In the year 1500. Bajazet II. rook 
from them Lepante, Coron, Modon, and 
Duras:; Selimns I. poſlets d himſelf 
of the Kingdom of Cyprus in the 
year 
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year 1570. Canea and Retimo in Candia 
were taken by Ibrahim, and laſtly the 
Capital Ciry of the Iſland fell into the 
hands of Mahomet IV. who was ſince 
derhron'd. But by the following 
Relation of what has palsd from 
1684. to this prelent year , it will 
appear, that the Venetians wilely ta- 
king advantage of a happy: juncture 
of times, have recover da great part 
of what the Turks, during the courſe 
of ſo many years, had taken from 
them. In a word, here are particu- 
larly ſet forth the moſt important 
Circumſtances of fo great'an Action;

to ſome other Ships. But the day follow- 
ing two of his Kouſhold, with ſix other

Piſani, and John Moroſimi Commanders 1684, 


extraordinary of the Galeaſſes, &c. Ge- 
neral Strazoldo quitted the Imperial Ser- 
vice for that of the Republique. 

The Morlaques alſo for the greater part 
fided with the YVeretians, and gave the 
Tarks continual Alarms during the Sum- 
mer, and frequently carried oft contide- 
rable Booties. The Mor/2ques will fo of- 
ten be mentioned 1n this Hiſtory, that I 
think my ſelf obliged to give my Reader 
a more particular account of them, which 
here follows in the words of Monſieur 
Amelot de la Houſſage. © They volunta- 
* rily put themſelves under the ProteCtion 
* of the Republique in the year 1647, 
* being induced to it by the Perfwaftons 
* of a Prieſt named Stepher Sorzch, a man 
* who knew as well to manage a Sword, 
*asto carry the Crucitix. They baraſsd 
* the [arkgs by continual Incuritons, car- 
*rying away What they could, and waſt- 
*I1ng what they could not carry away 3 
*and then retiring into 'the Mauntains, 
* where it was more difficult to ffnd than 
* overcome them, ſo well they knew the 
* Bye-ways and narrow Pallages of them, 
s Beſides their deep reſentment of the

After moſt of the Commanders were 
gone with their Squadrons to the Lervart, 
Generaliffimo Moroſgri put to Sca from 
the Coaſts of Italy on the 1cth. of June, 
with five Galeatles, two Galleys, and 
ixteen other Ships, and ſet fail for 
Corfu, | 

The Campaigne was begun with the 
taking of the Iſle and Fortreſs of Santa 
Mianra : This I{le was formerly joyn'd to 
the Continent of Greece, and reckon'd a- 
mong the Weſtern I{lands, as thoſe of the

the whole breadth of Greece taken from 


'BEaſt to Welt, divides the Archipelygo from 


Santa Maura; it was known to the An- 
cients by the name of Levcas, and was 
part of the Kingdom of U/ſer, and is 
very near Ithaca, where that Prince and 
his Wife Pezelope did reſide. One of

the Republick, by the mediation of Baſſz 
Achmet, we was agreed, that the Itle of 
Santa Maxra (hould be reſtored to the 
Turks, which the Venetians the more wil- 
lingly conſented to, on the account that 
that of Cephalone ſhould remain to them. 
The League which they made with the 
Emperor and King of Poland againſt the 
common Enemy of Chriſtendom, in the 
Year 1684. "having oblig'd them to de- 
clare War, they relolv'd to attack Sante 
Maura after their General Moroſizi had 
held a Council of War at Cor/# the 15th. 
of July with the chief Commanders of 
the Squadrons, and principal Officers ot. 
the aaxiliary Forces. But before we en- 
tertain the Reader with any further ac- 
count of this Expedition, it will not be 
amiſs to ſhew him the ſtate and conditi- 
on of the Ships of War belonging to 
the ſeveral Potentates who had joyn'd 
their Intereſt with the Veretians, their 
number ;; and the order of Battle agreed 
on in caſe they had been forc'd to en- 
gage the Grand Signior's Sea-forces, which 
1s here laid down as it was prepared at 
Corfu, and confirm'd at Vemice. 
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The Hiſtory of the Book 1, 
The attack of Santa Maura being re- 


folvd on in the Council held at Corfy, 
where were preſent Proveditor Gene- 


ral Cornaro, the chief Commanders of the 


ſeveral Squadrons ſent by the Pope, the 


great Duke of Txſcany, and rhe Order of 


Malts, General'Sirazoldo, and ether Of- 
ficers : Signior Moroſini muſtred . all his 
Forces delignd to be landed. Two Bat- 
talions, each conliſting of fix thouſand 
men, one being of the Pope's Forces, the 
other of Mz/tz, muſtred together with 
eight thouſand out of other Companies. 
The firſt Line of this latter Battalion ap- 
peard with ſuch ſplendour as was ſurpri- 
fiog, being compos'd of a hundred Knights 
clad in their Coat-armours of red Sattin 
with the white Croſs of their Order. 
The Army ſet fail the 19th. of July, and 
the day following artiv'd at little more 
than Cannon-ſhot diſtance trom Sazt: 
Maura, and there caſt Anchor. This Ci- 
ty extends 1t elf Eaſtward upon an

conſiderable ; they diſmounted four pieces 
of the Enemies Cannon, and the Bombs 
ſet fire to ſeveral parts of the Town. 
The Works being advanc'd by the help 
of continual firing from the Cannon and 
Mortar-pieces, the Beſiegers began to fill 
up the Ditch with Fagots and Sacks of 
Earth. Art laſt, on Sxzday the 6th. of 
Auguſt, the Turks hung out the white 
Flag to give notice they would capitulatez 
and about one in the Night, they ſent 
three Deputies to Signior 4oroſ6ri to let 
him know they were ready to ſurrender 
the place upon honourable Conditions; 
they demanded leave to march out with 
all their Goods, but no more was allow'd 
them than their Families, and what they 
could carry away on their Backs. The 
Hoſtages were ſent the - day following, 
and all the Slaves ſet at liberty on con- 
cition to ſerve on the Ships or Galleys 
of the Republique, in the quality of Sea- 
men and Souldiers. The Garriſon being 
ſeven hundred men, march'd out towards 
the Evening with Sword and Muſquet 
they were ſhipd and carried on the fur- 


ther Shore of an Arm of the Sea, At 
the

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the ſame time the Yeretians entred the 
Town at the Breach, The Booty given 
to the Souldiers was conliderable; there 
was found great ſtore of Proviſion in the 
place, and Eighty pieces of Cannon. 
The Yenetians loſt but 200 men inthe fiege. 
Monſieur Fowy a Frenchman, Serjeant- 
Major of the Army, and Colonel of a 
German Regiment, receiv'd a wound on 
his Thigh, and was ſhot through the 
Arm with a Muſquet-bullet. Signior Mo- 
roſiri immediately caus'd the principal 
Moſque to be bleſ9d, and Te Deum 
ſung 1n it 5 it was dedicated under the 
name St, Saviour, it being on the 6th. of 
Anguit, the Feaſt-day of the Transfigura- 
tion cf our Lord, that the Twrks hung 
out the white Flag. Another Moſque was 
likewiſe blefsd and dedicated to St. Ca- 
jetan, upon whoſe Feaſt-day the Chriſt1- 
an Forces entred the place 3 the Govern- 
ment. of it was conferrd upon Signior 
Lorenzo Venier, a noble Venetian, and re- 
lated to the Yenetian Ambaſlador then in 
the Court of France: All of that name 
were eminent for their Services to the 


Republique, Sebaitian Vernier was Com- 


mander 1n chief of the YVeretian Army, 
when 
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Battle of Leparte. 

General Moroſni after having repair'd 
the Fortifications of Santa Maxra, causd 
the Mortars and Bombs to be brought 
thither, and all Proviſions and Ammuni- 
tion that the place might ſtand in need 
of, in caſe of a Siege, and choſe out two 
thouſand men, being all that were fit to 
march, many having been made uſeleſs 
by Diſeaſes and Fatigue, and ſome left for 
a Garriſon in Sarte Maura. Colonel An- 
gelo della Decima was ſent to the neigh- 
bouring Country to draw together all the 
Grecians he could to {trengthen his Army, 
Signior Moroſini baving ſet ſail, made for 
the Port of Petala, there to wait for ad. 
vice from the Colonel who was advancd 
about twenty ſix Miles from Santa Ma- 
ra, from thence to the Port of Dyago- 
mzette, where he caſt Anchor and landed 
his Army, which conſiſted of two thou- 
{and Vexetians, about one thouſand of the 
Pope's Auxiliaries, and fifteen or fixtetn 
hundred Greeks, This Army advanc'd 
on the Plains 3 and ſome Turkiſh Squa- 
drons that were poſted in ſeveral places, 
and charg'd with the defence of the Paſ-

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1694. The Beſiegers fired upon their Batteries 
with ſo good ſucceſs, that there remained 
that Evening but one piece of Cannon 
on the place, fit for ſervice.

The Tzrks having accepted theſe 
onditions, march'd out the day tollow- 
ng at the Gate towards the Sea, to the 
Mumber of two hundred men : "They 
iaFÞad a Convoy of Greciarz Rarks, till they 
Fame within four Miles of .Larta. Signior 
oroſini at the ſame time gave orders 
d ſeize the Gates, and place a Guard on 
bem, and in other parts of the City, to 
reſerve the Magazine, and prevent Pil- 
we. This charge was given to thirty 
enetians, twenty Maltejes, ten of the 
Pope's Souldiers, and ten of the F lorez- 
Fines, The Standard of St. Mark was 
planted, and all the Turkiſh Banners 
aken down and carried to the Admiral- 
alley. About two hundred of the In- 
Wabitants remain'd in the place: There 
zere found forty fix pieces of Cannon, 
Sf which eighteen were of Braſs, * and 
arried fifty pound Ball : All manner of 
Toviſions were there in abundance, with 
rreat ſtore of Muſquets and Bullet, and 
x hundred Quintals of Powder.

$1ueſt of Preveza has put the Republique

Although the Advantages the 
Pexetians obtain'd in Dalmatia, were nat 
very extraordinary, yet will it be requiſite

= The War began to kindle in Dalma- 
tiz by the frequent Incurſions of both 
Parties; in one made by the Infidels to 
the very Cannon of Cl;/z, they carried a- 
way ſeven Priſoners, having ranſack'd 
ſome Villages, but the Morlaques hearing 
of it, put themſelves immediately on the 
purſuit 3 and having overtaken them, ob- 
liged them not only to quit their Booty 


:nJ 22d Priſoners, but to ſeek their own

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1634. ſafety by flight z fifty of them were tak 
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and ſeveral kill'd or wounded. Oy we 
In the mean time Signior Artorio Zen, 
Proveditor extraordinary of Cattaro, came 
to Peraſto, his deſign being to forage 
round about Cafte!-Novo, and hinder the 
Garriſon from gathering in their Harveſt, 
and having for this purpoſe drawn to- 
gether a thouſand fighting men, he be- 
gan his march towards the place the 
22d. of July, and executed his deſign 
with ſo good ſucceſs, that he not only 
ſet fire to all the Villages on the Eaſt 
fide of it, but even to the Suburbs and 
lower Town of Caftel-Novo, confiſting 
of above three hundred Houſes: He 
found there great 'ſtore of Wheat and 
other Corn which he ſeizd. The Fire 
laſted from Morning till Noon, though 
the Twrks made ſeveral Sallies to quench 
it, and beat off the Yeretians, who til 
repuls'd them with ſuch vigour, as forc'd 
them back 1nto the place. There were 
twenty Tzrks killd on the ſpot, and fifty 
wounded in theſe Sallies in which they 
charg*d ſeven times. Thediforder which 
is unavoidable on ſuch occafions, was 
the cauſe that fifty Turks were involy'd 
in 
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in'the Flames, and ſeven others fell into 1684. 


the hands of the Morlaques, who took 
them away Priſoners, with {tore 
of Cattel , part of which was taken in 
the Suburbs, the Garriſon not 'having 
time, in ſo great a Surpriſe, to ſecure 
them. To compleat the happineſs of this 
day, the Proveditor General commanded 
one Galley and four other light Veſlels 
to purſue three Fuilts of Caſftel-Novo, 
which by the report of the Priſoners, 
were ſet .to Sea as Pyrates : that Evening 
they met a Galeot of Dulcigno, com- 
manded by Sohymar Aga, the famous Cor- 
fair of that place, who baving kend the 
Venetian Veſlels, endcavour'd to gain the 
ſhore, which he could not do with that 
ſpeed, but two and twenty men were 
killd, and himſelf in the number, There 
were found in the Galeot two and twen- 
ty Chriſtians whom this Corſair was car- 
rying into - Slavery. 

Siexr PF alier, General of Dalmatia, made 
himſelf Maſter of the Caſtles of Sym and 
Narenta about the end of this year. 
He gave many Largeſles to thoſe who 
had ſhar*d in the danger of this Enter- 
priſe 3 he gave new Clothes to his Soul- 
diers, 
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1684. diersand particularly rewarded theBaxdilf * 
of the Kingdom of Naples, who exposd 
themſelves moſt in this adion ; He gave 
leave alſo to the Souldiers to carry away 
the Cattle that were in the neighbouring 
Meadows, being perſwaded that by thuf 
means he ſhould encourage them to thei 
= and gain ſycceſs in his greater De- 
ns. 
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to the Service of the Repub- 

lique, made frequent Incur- 

ſions into the Enemies Territo- 
ries in Delmatis, the Mainottes anima- 
ted each other to {hake off the Ottowar 
Yoke in the Mores, and preſerve their 
ancient Liberty, of which I ſhall ſpeak 
in the following Book. Theſe Greeks 
took courage from the fame of the Ve- 
retian Conqueſts, they drew together in 
a body, 
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ſtilities with doubtful ſucceſſes. The 
Turks ſent ſome Forces from Braccio di 
Maina to bring them to their Duty, who 
ſoon overtook, attack*d and routed them, 
and cotitinued the purſuit of them, being 
ſeconded by other Forces led on by a 
certain Bacha: But the Greeks back'd by 
unexpected Succours , and the preſence 
of Signior Delfizo, rally'd and charg'd 
with ſo much vigour, that of 3500. In- 
fidels, there eſcaped but 140. and of 
130. men out of a Company of Atheni- 
ans, all but two ſuffered the ſame fate. 
The deep reſentment the Greeks had 
of the Maſlacre of Abbot Gioza, whom 
the Infidels took in a Monaſtery ſituate 
near the Gulf of Preveza, and after- 
wards publickly empal'd, fomented their 
Revolt, and engag*d them fo far, that 
they breath'd nothing but Revenge, and 
declar'd themſelves open Enemies of the

About this time the Heydwkes, and--the 
Inhabitants of Montenegro came to blows 
with the Tirks, and ſeveral were kilPd 
and wounded on both fides 3 after that 
the Morlaques made an. Incurfion, and 
advancd

ſtore of Cattel,and ſome Priſoners,amongſt 
whom one call'd Papwrſimovich Aga, of- 
ferd upon : the Field Five *thouſand 
Crowns, and ſeven Horſes of great va- 
lue for his Ranſom. The Tirks after 
this Rencounter retired to C/;zz, The 
Bacha that commanded. them, ſent' the 
noble Venetian, Gabrieh, Lombardo, who 
was there made Priſoner, to the Port, asa 
Mark of the advantage he pretended to 
have had over the Venetians. 


In the mean time General Pavlo Mz- 


chjiel having drawn up a thouſand Horſe 
and ſome Foot, put himſelf.at the, head 
of three thouſand Morlaques that were 
joyn'd in a Body. under their Leader : 
Theſe Forces made Incurfions into the 
Country to curb the Turks, In effec, 
the Bacha of Boffire, who was march'd 
towards Hungary, was oblig'd to turn back 
towards Clin with ſeven thouſand men 
under his command. Signior M:chiel 
encamp'd his men in ſuch order upon 
the Frontiers of Dalmatia, that he was 
ſtill in a poſture of defence 3 which Pre- 
caution gave the. People of thoſe parts 


a favourable opportunity of gathering in 
their 
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their Harveſt with ſafety, and encowliv: 
ragd the Morlaques to make Incurfions min 
Parties, and ranfack the Turkiſh Terri! 
tories. In the mean time the Fiſts offffth 
Dulcigno took Sixty Fiſhermen near Cxr fa 
zole; and four Galleys of Malta ſailingyC: 
towards the Naval Army commanded byJ=Ce 
Generahiſtimo Mrofin, met on their way 
a man of War'of Tripo/z, which after an 
obftinate Fight they took, and made 
three hundred Tarks Prifoners, and re 
leasd many Chriſtians from Slavery. 

Though the Venetians and” novo 
thwarted all the attempts of the Infidel; 
in Dalmatia, yet they drew up in the 

inning of Jzze to the number < 
eight thouſand-men, and laid ſiege to the 
Fortreſs of Duere. The' Courage and 
Reſolution of the beſieged gave -oppor- 
runity 'to General YV2her, and Sieur Mz 
chiel, General of the Cavalry of this Pro- 
vince to come to their rehef. Thefe two 
Generals made it their endeavour, -each 
on their {ide to break through the lines

{ures ſo exa@ly for drawing together the

Knights of Malta, who ſo bravely ſigna- 
liz?d themſelves, and {hed their Blood in 
defence of the Chriſtian Faith, againſt 
the greateſt Enemies of it. This Rela- 
tion was given from Ma/ta; therefore 
when you meet with ſuch words as Owrs, 
our Lines, or the like, remember it 1s a 
Malteſe that ſpeaks, 

The Squadron of Ma/tz conliſting of 
eight Galleys, and commanded by Signior 
Brancaccio, joyn'd it ſelf in the beginning 
of June, with the Pope's Squadron of 
five Galleys, which bearing no Flag, put 
it ſelf under the command of the Gene- 
ral of Malta. About the middle of June

Bajazet the Turkiſh Emperor took it 
from them. as alſo the Town of My»oz, 
in 1499, Prince Doria of Genoz, who 
commanded the Spaniih Flcet, retook it 
from the Turks in 1533 and Icit init as 
Governour Mezacs e, with tome Spaniards, 
who quitted it to the 7zrks ome tew 
years after ; they knowing ihe impe Ytance 
of the place, ſeiz'd themielves ot ir, and 
It has ever {ſince been 15 their hands. 
The' 25th, in the. Morning the torces

Maſters of the Redout, and hae already 
planted on it more than twenty of their 
Standards, when the News of this Confu- 
fion was brought to Monſieur de la Torr. 
It appears by the Poſture of the Forces 
commanded to the Aſlault, that he with 
his Knights was nearcit ro this Poſt of fo 
great importance tor the fatety of the 
whole Army : He f:w the Loſs was not 
to be retrievd þut by tone extraordinary 
AQtion, and thercfure he und<rtook it 
without delay. He call 4 upon his men 
to follow him, and having kitsd the Croſg 
of our Standard, with that tenſe of De. 
votion which gave lite to a!l his Actions, 
he advancd with eager bait. cowards the 
Enemy, was the firſt man that !erpd into 
the Redout, and there with his or; rand 
ſlew two Txrks that opposd him , 3 icird 
coming behind bis Back, at tt: f.ſt biow 
with his Cutlace ftruck off a '3ght Helmet 
he wore, and at tie ſecond cleav'd his 
Head, and caſt him to the Ground, where 
a Barrel of Powder taking fire, made an 
end of his Lite. He was tollow'd cloſe by 
ſeveral Knights, amongſt whom Cheya- 
lier de Termes having with his Sword 
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run a Tyrk through the Boly, receiv at 
the ſame time iv great a Wound in the 
Head , that he Ki down dead to the 
groun id with his Enemy, ana in that po- 
ttuce he was found ater the tight. Bro. 
ther-Scrvanc at Arms Mzc/-o- coming : up 
courageoutly to the defence of the Com- 
mander de la Tour was kiil'd by a Muf. 
quet- -ihor. The Chevalter de Grandmont 
recciv'ed rwo Wounds wich a Sable and 
One Maſquet- -(hot, The Chevalers dz 
Boxrgon and de Gaillard, and Brother- 
Servant at Arms de la Motte, were mor- 
tally wounded , the Chevaliers P:oſa{que 
and Doria Br ff #e but {lightly 5 and Che. 
valier de Pot, who carried the Standard, 
having been allaulted by two [zrks, kili*d 
one with his Piſtol, the other with his 
Sword, being himſelf but lightly wound- 
ed. The Chevalier de Beanpre Choiſenl 
was one of the firſt that caſt themſelves 

into the Redout, Chevalier Mechatin, Ma- 
jor of the Battalion, fignalizd nimlelt in 
the ſame manner 5 and in hne, all of them 
ſhew'd ſuch courage, that they drove the 
Enemy from that Poſt, took eleven of 
their Banners, and planted_there the 
Standard of the Orders at the fight of 
winch 
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which, the whole Army crying out, V7ve 
Malta, the Venetiaus and Slaton re- 
ſumed their wonted Courage, and kill'd 
three hundred Txrks, fo that none eſcaped 
that had lodgd themſelves in the Redour. 
This days Work colt the Chriſtians an 
hundred and fiftry men. 

The whole Camp acknowledgd the 
Knights for their Deliverers, and extoll'd 
them to the Sxies. The General Officers 
ſent a Complement to the General of the 
Galleys of Mali; and indeed nothing 
would have been wanting to haveemade 
it the greateſt, and molt giorious Adtion 
that has been heard of, had it not colt 
the lives of ſo many brave men, and in 
particular of Commandant de la Our , 
who was lamented by the whole Army, 
and whote Death Captain General Mo- 
roſini could not hear of without weep- 
ing. He was interrd with all the Cere- 
monies that might ſerve to give teſtimony 
of the eſteem they had for his merit 3 
his Heart was preſerv'd to be carryd to 
Malta, with his Bones. It may be ſaid of 
him, - That bis mind was compos'd of io 
.many. noble Qualities as ſcarce ever met 
nany other. His Piety was lo —__ 

nat 
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16385, that the good EffeQsit producd on thoſe 
that ferv'd under him, can hardly be ex- 
prefs'd : The ſweetneſs of his temper, his 
modeſt and engaging Carriage, his Wit, 
his Courage, and all his other Vertues N]. 
made him fo agreeable to all, that the 
loſs of him could not but be generally 
lamented. But fince, according to br 
commendable cuſtom, he communicated 
before he went to the Battel, we doubt 
not but the Sacrifice of his Life joynd 
with fo Chriſtian-like a Preparation, ras'd 
him to the ſtate of everlaſting Glory and 
Happineſs in the other World. The Che 
valicr de 12 Barre, who always obſerv'd 
the ſame Foot-ſteps, was preferr'd to the 
general 'Command of the Battalion, and 
the eſteem which all the World has for 
his merit, gives us no fmall ſatisfaCtion 
after ſo great a loſs. 

The 3oth. of July the Enemy made a 
freſh attempt upon our Lines, and fome 
of them with their Swords in their hands, 
caſt themſelves into the Redout, fituate 
on the Eminence to which the Venetians 
had now given the name of St. John's 
Fort, as having been preſervd by the}: 
the Valour of thoſe Knights z but the

{That were it not for this Battalion of

The beſieged in the mean time defend. 
4 fed themſclves with great obſtinacy, tho? 
the Breach were very conſiderable on 
the fide of the Attack where thoſe of 
Malta were plac'd, and toward the Ve- 
netian Attack there was prepared a Mine 
of two hundred Barrels of Powder, the 
effe& of which was expected to be very 
oreat, Our men waited with impatience 
the day of aſlault; but it being certain 
that the Turks of the Country who were 
grown to the number of (ſix thouſand 
men, would nct fail to attack our Lines 
at the ſame time we mounted the Breach, 
it was refolv'd to prevent them by at- 
tacking them in their own Works, which 
was

1685. was put in execution with all the Succeis 


1maginable on the ſeventh day of Auzuſt, 
Our Forces having march d out of their 
Lines in gocd order, the [xrks, who were 
pollefsd with fear, fell into fuch Confu- 
fion, that they ſuffer'd themſelves to be 
cut to. pieces without much reliſtance; 
we gain'd their Retrenchments, and made 
our {elves Maſters of their Batterie of 
tour pieces of Cannon; we took from 
them a conſiderable number of Horſes, 
and drove . them far into the ' Country, 
with the loſs of no more than two or 
three Souldiers of all our Forces, and 
not one of the Battalion of Malta: we 
kill'd a thouſand of their men. An Action 
lo extraordinary was with reaſon look 
upon as a ſtroke of God's Providence, 
and the Vencration the whole Army had 
for the Piery and Devotion of their de 
ceas'd Commander de lz Torr Maubonrg, 
made it be believ*d ' and fajd amongſt 
them, That without doubt it ought tobe 
attributed to his Prayers. A Bark that 
arrived here fince from Patras in the Mv- 
rea, reported that ſome Turks that eſcapd 
from the Fight, repreſented the Deteat 
much greater than we knew, and = 
they 
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they afhrm'd the Baſha of the Morea was x65. 


there kill'd, and his Army wholly diſpersd. 

Immediately after this Victory General 
Moroſini (ent Summons to the beſieged, 
but they made anſwer haughtily, That 
they knew their Friends had been beaten, 
yet that they nevertheleſs were reſolv'd 
to die rather than ſurrender, - which made 
us think of preparing the Mine for a ge- 
neral Aſſault. 

The 11th. of Ayguit was the day ap- 
pointed for it, and the Forces having ta- 
ken their Poſts in the Night, about break 
of day the great Mine of the Veretiars 
Attack was ſprung, and had the Effet 
that was expected, and had given them 
an opportunity to enter the City at that 
time, had they not, inſtead of improving 
it, contented themſelves with making a 
Lodgment on the Breach. In the mean 
while as ſoon as the noile of the Vane 
was heard , they Forces of Malta who 
were at the head of the other Aitack, ſe- 
conded by the Pope's, and thoſe of Bruxſ- 


wick , with great vigour gain'd the top of 


the Breach which had been ſome days 
open, though it was of very difticuit ac- 
ceſs; but the Enemies having tad time ra 
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1685, fortifie- themſelves there, there grew a 
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furious Combat, during which the Knights 
did all that could be expected from their 
valour, to force the Retrenchment 3 but 
ir being well flank'd and furmſh'd with 
Cannon and Artillery, they fird ſo ter- 
ribly upon them, that four of them were 
kill'd jn the place, together with Compte 
d: Fenelon, who ſerv'd with them in 
quality of a Volunteer, and more than 
thizty wounded. Chevalier de la Barre 
Commandant General of the Battalion, 
ſhew'd all the Courzge imaginable on 
this laſt occaſion 5 he was well ſeconded by 
the Pope's Officers, and thoſe of Brxrſ- 
wick, of whom ſeveral were kill d or 
wounded ; but atlaſt ſeeing it impoſhble 
to ''rmount thoſe vaſt difficulties, they 
were conſtrain'd to retire. 

XN: vi:ihelcfs this was fo far from dif- 
hearrninz the Knights, that, having un- 
derſtood how great a Breach the Vere- 
tians Niine had made, they refolv'd to 
give a f:cih 2tlau't in the Afternoon at 
two p'aces, bat more furioully at the laſt 
Breach than ihe other, Every thing was 
prepard for it, when the lyrks per- 
cciving the deſign, on a ſudden hung out 
a white 
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a white Flag, and defir'd to capitulate. 1685. 


Four of them advancd to the Breach, 
and proposd to render themſelves, pro- 
vided they might have their lives and li- 
berty : But Captain General Moroſiri not 
willing to conſent to any thing unleſs the 
Tower that made ſure the entrance into 
the City, were firſt put into our hands; 
it happen'd unluckily while this was in 
treaty, that two Chriſtian Souldiers quar- 
relling near the place, a Piſtol was (hot 
off, and the Bandelier of another took 
fire at the ſame time. The Urks of the 
City upon that believing the Truce was 
broke, and that they were not ſincerely 
dealt with, fired a Cannon which kill'd 
ſeveral of.ours : This was enough tomake 
us reſume our Arms. The Chriſtians ha- 
ving cry'd out Treaſon, o brickly. forc'd 
that little of a Retrenchment the Enemies 
had on the Breach, rhat nothing cou'd 
hinder them from ruſhing into the City, 
where all were put to the Sword, except 
lome few happy Men, and many Women 
and Children; Chevalier de /a Barre ha- 
ving had much difficulty to ſecure from 
the rage of the Souldiers, thoſe four 
Turks which came to parly with him. 
The 
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1685. The Mine had buried under its Ruins the 


Governour of the place, a man of un- 
daunted Reſolution, which happend well 
for the Chriſtians, who otherwiſe would 
not ſo eaſily have made themſelves Ma- 
ſters of it. 

Thus ended the Siege of Coron ſeven 
and forty days after the Trenches were 
opend, during which time the Chriſtian 
Army had two powerful Enemies to en- 
counter, over whom they gain'd a double 
Victory with all the Glory imaginable, 
The Fexetians, with Count Si, Paul, got 
much Honour. The young Count of 
Bruxſwick with his Forces, fignaliz'd him- 
ſelf in a particular manner. Thoſe of 
& lorence gave good Proofs of their Valour 
to the time of their reimbarking, which 
was ſome days before theend of the Siege 
It is caſte to judge how great a ſhare off 
Honouris due to the Battalion of Malts, 
and the Pope's Forces who were always 
joyn'd with them. Chevalier dela Barre 
by many brave Actions maintain'd the ho- 
nour Sieur de /z 1our had got. All the 
Knights generoutly ſacrific'd themſelves 
to the ſupport ofthe Faith, having under- 
gon incredible Fatigues, and many of

Zarnata 1s a Fortreſs almoſt round, and 
fituate on. a high place; he ſent a De- 
tachment to ſummon he Garriſon, to 
which the Aga who commanded the place, 
ſubmitted the 11th. of September, though 
the Army was five Miles diſtant, and had 
not yet fet foot on land. The Garrifton 
which was numerous, conhiſting of {ix 
hundred men, was embark'd and guarded 
by a Convoy within a {mall diftance from 
Calamata: But the Aga fearing the Pa- 
niſhment which the Grazd Signior inflics 
on the unfortunate, remain'd among the 
[enctians ; The Captain General gave him 
a Penfion of thirty Royals a Month after

tians, Bartholomeo Contareni, and Angels 
Emo ; and upon the advice he had, that 
the Captain Baſoa was advanc'd with ten 
thouſand men to lie before Calamate, he 
order'd the Saxons to be ſet on ſhoar to 
joyn the Army, which having advanc'd 
on the 124th, of September in Battel-array, 
to certain places where the Enemies were 
advantageouſly poſted , to diſpute the 
Paſſage, there happen'd ſome light Skir- 
miſhes betwixt the Advance-guards : But 
whillt all things were preparing over- 
night to come to a ſct-Battel the next 
day, the Infidels decampd before day to 
retire under the Cannon of Calamats, 
which 1s ſituate upon the declining of a 
Hill on the fide of the River Spirazza, 
in the Province of Bel#edere, and has no 
other defence but a Caſtle built after 
tie modern way, that can ſecure it from 
the Aflaults of an Enemy. The Vere- 
tians (urprizd this Fortreſs in the Year 
1659. and quitted it after they had car- 
ried away the Provition which they found 

there 1n abundance. 
The Turks not thinking themſelves ſe- 
cure under the Walls ot this place, con- 
tin u'd 
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tinu'd their retreat, having fir{t ſet fire 1625, 
to the Magazine. Thus the Chriſtian Ar- 

my entred Calamata without the leaſt op- 
poſition, on the Feaſt day of the Exalta- 

tion of the Holy Croſs, and immediately 

ſeven thouſand Mainotts repair'd to the 
Venetian Camp, a Party of which pre- 

ſently went in purſuit of the Infidels.

The Squadron of Signior Molino, Cap- 
tain extraordinary, during the whole 
Summer, gave chaſe to the Naval Army 
of the Captain Baſhz, who whenever he 
had fight of the Venetian Vellels, made 
away 3 and his Cowardice was ſuch, that 
meeting with Signior Molino's Fleet un- 
der Capo-Crio, conſiſting of ſeventeen Sail, 
he fled into the Port of Rhodes with

This Fortreſs 
is ſituate on the top of a tharp Rock, 
about a Mile and a half from the Sea; it 
is a Mile in compals, of a {quare form, and 
is flank'd with five Towers for us 'de- 
fence. The taking cf Chielifa was fol- 
lowed by that of Paſſzxza, where the 
Standard of the Republique was planted 
the 24th. of September, and the Sicur Ax- 
gelo Lazeri, with the ſuperintendent Geor- 
gio Foſcarini, were choſen Proveditors 
extraordinary. This place 1s lituate on 
a Hill in the Province of Maiza, in the 
neighbourhood oi the Gulf of Colochina,

The Campaign ended with ſeveral 
Rencounters, which the Morl:ques and 
the Mainotts had with: the Infidels in Dal- 
matia, and in the Morea, The Tarks al- 
ſo receiv'd ſome Lofles at Sea, four of 
their Galleys being ſeparated by a vio- 
lent Stormz that which belonged to the 
Baſha of Negropont, was met by the ta- 
mous Corſair Manetta, and taken by 
two of his Galeots, with two hundred

Thewaking cf Chielifa was fol- 
lowed by that of Paſſans, where the 
Standard of the Republique was planted 
the 24th. of September, and the Sicur An- 
gelo Lazeri, with the ſuperintendent Geor- 
gio Foſcarini, were choſen Proveditors 
extraordinary.

ſeniaca, Bajazet II. having taken it from 
the Venetians in the Year 1500. Don 
John of Auſtria, with other Contederates, 
attempted to retake it in the Year 1572. 
They landed athouſand men,Spariards and 
Tralians, under the Command of Alexander 
Farneſe, Prince of Parma, who with ten 
pieces of Cannon attack*d it on the South 
{ile by land in the beginning of Odober. 
They batter'd the Walls for the ſpace of 
three days, but the ground which was 
rocky, not ſuffering the Chriſtians to 1in- 
trench themſelves, and the Tyrks on the 
other hand having put ſtore of Provi- 
fion and Ammunition into the place, and 
conſiderable Saccours of men, they were 
forc*d to quit their Enterpriſe.

It was found, in effect, that 
the Fire which was ſet to ſeveral Houtes 
by the Bombs, being kept alive under the 
Ruines, had made its way to this Magazine 
only by the negligence of the Officers,

was fil'd with deſtruction by Fire and 
Sword ; they neither ſpared the Gover- 
nour, nor the other Officers, and ſtruck 
off the Head of Andrea Falconi Biſhop 
of the place, who came in his Pontifical 
Habit to encourage the Inhabitants to 
their own defence. 

Signior Moroſini being come before 
this place with part of his Forces on the 
21ſt. of June in the Evening, the next 
day he viewd the Haven, and obſervd 


the places proper for landing the reſt of 


his Army. This Debarkment was made 
in very good order, the Infidels not uſing 
any great endeavours to oppole them. 
The other Forces had made one day's 
March by Land, fince the taking of Na- 
varin, and arrivd on the 224. before 
Modon : This Town is fituate upon a 
neck of Land that ſhoots it ſelf into the 
Sea 3 
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1636. Sea it is fortify'd with a Wall of Free-þ it. 
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ſtone f1Pd on the infide with Earth 3 onfſÞo al 
the fide towards the Land, it is ſhelterd ov 
by a Baſtion not joined to the Walls, and 
another raisd Work all ſurrounded by a 
200d Ditch Paliſadod. Count Corning: cs 
wark immediately gave order for the Cir- 
cumvallation, which was caſte by reaſon 
of the deep Waters that are round the 
lace. The 23d. they wrought on the 
7 nan Ouy and on the 24th. they got Fa- 
gots in the Camp it ſelf, which lay croſsa 
Grove of Orange-trees, of which Wood 
they made 100000. The 25th. they be. ſr 
gan with eight Mortar-pieces to caſt their 
Bombs ; they threw five hundred , of 
which eighty miſs'd the Town, and thirty 
brokein the Air. The 26th. Count Conings- 
mark attack'd the Suburbs, and having 
made himſelf Maſter of them, ſecur'd the Þ 
Avenues of the Streets, and put four Bat- 
talions of Sclazoniarrs in the Gardens of 
the Suburbs, the 27th. they ſummon'd 
the Town; the Di/dar or Governour 
made anſwer, That he expe&ted no Suc- 
cour but from God; That he was born 
to die, and that he would defend the 
place as long as there was a man alive

T cd the Works, and markt out a place of 
Parade; and the Lodgment of the Coun- 
terſcarps was made without much loſs. 
On the 7th thoſe of Malta mounted the 
Trenches again-: twenty Knights and 
ſome Voluntiers, of which number were 
Viſcount Tyreme, and Count Charles K o- 
J ning /mark, with fifty Grenadiers, lay 0- 
pen on the right Angle of the Counter- 
ſcarp: the ſeveral Poſts being not yet 
Yjoin'd, they were forcd to work. That 
night a Battery of (ix Guns was made on 
Jan Eminence, which batterd the back 
part of the Town. The clear Moon-light 
was the occaſion that we loſt ſome men 3 
ind two of the Knights were wounded. 
'JOn the 8#þ, the Spamaras came again on 
be Trenches 3 they made three deſcents 
Winto the Ditch, and the Gallery was bc- 
VJoun. The Txrks fir'd a great number of 
renado's and Bags of Powder : In the

- Garriſon for the defence of the City, 
nd Signior Pavita was choſen Proveditor 
xtraordinary. 

8 Fortune declar'd her ſ@lf on all ſides for 
be Republique ; and this was not the 
nly check the Afﬀairs of the Oztomar 
mpire met with on this fide. General 
ornaro who commanded in Dalmatia, ha- 
Ing join'd to his Forces thoſe of the Mor- 
ques : they march'd from the Province 
f Zaro, under the Condud of Cheva- 
er Janco and Sieur Smiliavich, with the 
aptains Poſſzdona and Patolazz3 ; they 
Ire&ed their march towards Con/cho, and 
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1636, being arriv'd on the 13th to the Bank c 


of the River Cattina, made a halt toffs 
wards the Evening to refreſh themſelves, 
and having laid their bridge, paſt the Ri b 
ver in the night, and by break of da 
arrivdto Climno ; where having unde 
ſtood, that ſeven hundred Spah7's, and 
fifteen hundred Janiſarics, with ſome « 
ther Forces were encampd : they attack" 
them with ſo much courage, that the 
ſoon made them give way. The Cay: 
ry endeavourd to gain the open Cour 
try, and the Foot to eſcape to the Moun 
tains 3 but they were ſo cloſe purſu 
that before they could compaſs their ds 
ſign, above ſeven hundred of them we 
killd, and five hundred made Pr 
ſoners.

Jin this War were wholly waſted, In this 
J Expedition one hundred and thirty Chrt- 
ſhan Slaves were ſet at liberty, and more 
© than ſixty Families put themſelves under 
the protection of the Republique. 5S1g- 
"bf nior Corzaro march'd no farther on, but 
return'd with his Force: and the Mor- 
J /4ques, laden with rich Spoils, having had 
J but nine men killd and three and twen- 
ty wounded in this ſucceſsful Enter- 
L priſe. 

J The Proveditor Extraordinary of Sp- 
'J 2along4 in the Kingdom of Candie, gave 
= an

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1686. an account to the Senate, that, befides 


many Incurfions that had been made by 
his Garriſon, from time to time, to the 
very Gates of the Enemies Towns, he 
had lately made a Detachment of part of 
his Forces, with deſign to fight the Inhi- 
dels; that his Scouts having inform'd 
him where they lay encamp'd, he march'd 
towards them, and gaind an entire Vi- 
Atory 3 and that having poſleſt himſelf of 
an advantageous Poſt, which before had 
much incommoded him : the confuſion 
the Infidels were in was redoubled, and 
moſt part of them killd on the place 3 
ſome were drowned, and others diſperſt 
in the Mountains. There was allo in- 
teligence that the Chriſtian Privateers, 
had taken in the Sea of Candi eight Saics 
iaden with Corn and other Merchandiſe 
bound tor Conſtantinople. 

After Signior Moroſ#zi had view d the 
Fortifications of Modor, and given ne- 
cellary orders for its defence, he began 
to think of new Conqueſts, and cali'd a 
Council of War for that purpoſe, where 
ali the Principal Officers being preſent, it 
was reſolved to attack the City of Napolz 
di Romania, {o calld by the A 
ne 
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the Morea, Before he put his deſign in 1636+ 


execution, he thought it proper to clear 
the Country of ſome Garriſons that were 
in the ſmall places about Modoz : he pollelſt 
himſelf of the Town cid Achazz 3 which 
tho it be not in it ſelf very confiderable, 
yet it ſerves to ſecure the other Con- 
queſts which the Veretians have made, and 
are ſtill making in that Kingdom, Whilſt 
we leave the Army unaer fail towards 
Napoli di Romania, let us ſee what patles 
in Dalmatia. 

The Forces of the Republique which 
are in theſe parts, have had many ad- 
vantages over the common Enemy, be- 
ing ſeconded by the Morlaques. Solymar 
Baſha of Scutari and Albania, who took 
the Field in the Month of J#ly, in or.ier 
to beliege ſome place in the Territories 
of the Republique, took much pains to 
little purpoſe. ?Tis true he advanc*d to- 
wards the City of Budoa and the Cattle 


_ of St. Stephens, with dcfign to ſeize them, 


and having forag'd thereabours, to Jay 
ſiege to Cattaro : In cette he us'd fo much 
diligence that he quickly got within view 
of the place with his Army, which con- 
ſiſted of twelve thouſgnd men, and

alarm to the Governour 3 but . General 


Corraro and the Count St. Par! having 


been inform'd of his deſign, had already 
prevented him with a number equal to 
his. The Baſha, who believ'd his deſign 
would not come to light til! atter the ex- 
ecution of it, and imagin'd the Chriſtians 
cold take no meaſures to traverſe 1t, en- 
camp'd himſelf within four miles of the 
place, near the Town of Brzach, and 
ſray'd for the Artillery and the rc{t of his 
Forces d<hgn*d for this Enterpiſe. In 
the mean time General Cornaro furniſh'd 
the City with all things neceflary for its 
defence, 1ncaſe the Enemies ſhould be ſo 
raſh as to lay ftegetoitz and having ta- 
ken a view of their Camp, he ſet his men 
11 Battel-array : The Balha did the ſame, 
2nd himfclf in perſon viewd the Venetian 
Army from a ſmall Hill on the Sourh 
{icde, The firſt day paſt in divers light 
3 mihes and frequent Alarms with- 
to a jalt Battel, But at 
the dawn of the next day, the I urks came 

on the Chriſtians with great fury and

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ceiving their deſign, ſtay'd for them with- 1686, 
out ſtirring a foot, and with the help of 
their Artillery bore the firſt onſet. In this 
Rancounter, a Cannon Bullet having car- 
ried off a Bough of a Tree, forc'd it ſo 
violently upon the Baſha, that his Face 
was grievoully hurt by 1t : This Acci- 
dent caus'd ſome diſorder among{t the In- 
fidels, and was no ſmall diſadvantage to 
themz for Signtor Corzare, having ob- 
ſerv'd the Baſha retire out of the Field 
to drels his Wound, drew his Army out 
Da- 
ring the ſpace of four hours the Victory 
was in ſuſpence, but the Chriſtians be- 
ing reinforc'd by ſome frelh Battalions from 
the Galleys, the Tirks gave ground on a 
ſudden, and not being able to make 
head, retir*d in confuſion towards their 
Camp 3; they lott (ix hundred men in their 
flight, aud many were taken Priſoners. 
Notwithſtanding this diſgrace, a thouſand 
Janiſaries made a freſh attack on the Ca- 
{tle of St. Stephen, but being briskly re- 
puls'd by the Garriſon, thy loſt all hopes 
of taking the place, having loſt an hun- 
dred men in the attempt. This 1] ſuc- 
cels ſo enrag'd the Baſha, that he had 


causd 
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led, had they not beg'd their lives with a 
promiſe of clearing themſelves from the re- 
proach of cowardiſe on the firſt occali- 
on; and in effed& the fear ofthis reproach 
had ſo much influence on them, that two 
days after, having rallyd their Forces, 
they return'd in order of Battel to charge 
the Chriſtians ; but they fell ſhort of their 
expectations, and were ſoon diſcomfited 
by thoſe Forces. that backt the Chriſtian 
Army, with the help of the Cannon 
from the Galleys. There were four hun- 
dred kill'd on the place, and the reſt forc'd 
to retire the third time in confuſion 3 the 
Penetians cloſely purſuing them, being 
acfirous to compleat a Victory they had fo 
happily begun. 

The Forces of the Republick advanc'd 
their Conqueſts already made in the Mo- 
rea by the taking of Napoli di Romania : 
This place, which is three parts ſurround- 
ed by the Sea, 1s fituate in the Gulf that 
bears its name on a crooked neck of 
Land : its Harbour is ſafe, and may con- 
tain a great number of Veſlels 3 but the 
mouth of it is ſo narrow and difficult 


that two Galleys cannot enter a breaſt : 
A 
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1686, causd ſeveral of the Captains to be ſtrang- 
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hundred paces of it, ſerves for its de- 
fence, andis ſo much the ſurer Guard to 
it, by reaſon that the Galleys and other 
Ships, not having a depth of water ſuf- 
ficient to bring them within Cannon ſhot, 
the Caſtle cannot eaſily be attack'd. Ba- 
jazet II. Emperor of the Tarks, ha- 
ving in the year 1500. attempted to 
make himſelf Maſter of the Morea, drew 
together apowerful Army at Santa Mau- 
r4; he thought ro ſecure himſelf of Va- 
pols di Romania, and as he was on his 
march thither, a party of his Cavalry be- 
iog adyanc'd betore the reſt, thoſe of the 
Town made a brisk Sally and cut them 
to pieces 3 which ſtruck a great terrour 
into the Enemies, and made them quit 
that attempt, and go to beliege Moder ; 
the taking of which place being ſucceed- 
ed by that of Coror, they were fo puft 
up with ſucceſs, that they rhought them- 
ſelves ſure of Napols di Romania: they 
came before it again, and employ*d all 
their Force to make a Conquelt of it; 
but the beſieged ſhewed no leſs reſoluti- 
on to defend it, in which they were not a 
little encourag'd by Pan! Contarini, a man

ſeſt of in the Morea) were fruitleſs. For ' 


Solymas: having been advertie'd by private 
intelligence, that the Republique had g1- 
ven him order to conclude a Treaty what- 
ever it coſt, oblig'd him to give up thoſe 
two places with two Caſtles in Dalmatia, 
viz. Nadin and Lanrane. This was iran(- 
acted in the year 1540.and ſince that time 
Napoli di Romania has continu'd under the 
1xrkiſh Dominion. 

Signior Moyoſtni having reſolv'd on the 
Siege of this place, ſet ſail on the 27th of 
July: The Army conſiſted of eight thou- 
ſand Foot and fix hundred Horſe, being 
the Forces of the Republique, which he 
embarkd on the Galleys and Galiots, 
with thoſe of the Pope, the Duke of 
Florence , and the Battalion of Malta - 
There were other Auxiliary Forces, who 
were embarkt on the other Ships and Ga- 
leafſes. A few days after, the Galleys and 
Galiots which ſet out firſt, arriv*d at the 
Port of Toloz, where on the 3cth inthe 
evening they landed without any oppo- 


{ition 3 this Port is not above four or tive 
| miles 


1636. miles from Napoli di Romania, which they 
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inveſted on thez1/z ; and it was reported 
by a Chriſtian Slave, that Haſſan Baſha, My- 


ſtaphaBaſha,and threeBeys hisBrothers,that 


were in the place, were the more reſolv'd 
to defend it ſtoutly, for that there was a 
numerous Garriſon, and great ſtore of Am- 
munition and Proviſions. On the firſt of 
Auguſt, having begun the Lines of Cir- 
cumvallation, they poſleſt themſelves of 
Mount Palamida, on which they rais'd a 
Battery : this Mount lies on the {ide to- 
wards the Continent, and 1s not ac- 
ceſſible but by a narrow way, which is 
between the ſteepeſt part of the Hill and 
the Sea, Three of the Soldiers that wez5 
commanded to cut of the paſſage of the 
water to the Caſtle, were killd, and four 
wounded ; yet they executed their orders 
in ſpite of the Fire and Bombs of the 
Belieged. On the ſame day news was 
brought, that the Seraſquier was encamp'd 
under the Cannon of Argos, but theſe 
that brought it could . not diſcover 
thetr number. On the 2d of the Month, 
they were informed by a Raſcian Deſerter, 
that the fire which was feen the day be- 
fore in the City, had taken hold of 
above 
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above an hundred Quintals of Powder ; 1696. 
that the ruins of the Magazine had chok'd 
up a great Ciſtern of water, and ſpoil'd 
another, and that the Inhabitants had 
but one Well left that was of uſe. The 
ſame day the belieged made a Sally 
with two hundred Foot and twenty Horſe, 
but all they could do was to charge the 
advance Guards, and kill or wound ſix or 
ſeven Soldiers: The Germans came in, 
and being ſeconded by an hundred MZla- 
neſes, preſently forc'd them to retire. In 
this Sally Major Lauro a Andria receiv'd 
a Muſquet ſhot in his foot. The Veſ- 
ſels and Galeafles that arrivd the next 
day with the reſt of the Forces, reported 
that the Captain Baſha would have come 
to the place with ſeven of his Galleys, 
In which there were above three thou- 
ſand men, but that upon the advice they 
had, that the Fleet of the Republique 
was at the Mouth of the Haven they 
ſteered off towards Negroport. 

The Generaliſimo forgot nothing that 
might advance the good ſucceſs of the 
Siege : He took a view of the place on 
the (ide towards the Sea, from on Board 


the Galley commanded by the —

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of the Galley-ſlaves; after which he fook 
a turn on the fide towards the Land, 
viewd the Poſts .of Mount Palamida, 
and judging it would be difficult to com- 
paſs his deſign as long as the Sea was open 


20 the befteg'd,herefolv'd togo and attack 


the Tarks in their Camp 3 knowing that 
the Seraſquier was encamp'd four or five 
Miles from his Lines under the Cannon of 
the Caſtle of Argos. On the 5th they 
wrought at a Battery of eight Mors- 
tars, and as many Cannon of fifty pound 
Ball. On: the 6th, Count Koning ſmark 
left but fifteen hundred men to guard the 
Lines and march'd with the reſt againſt 
the Seraſquier. The Generaliflimo advanc'd 
on his (ide with his Galleys, and having 
found a place fit for landing, near to 
Argos, he feta ſhore fifteen hundred Sol- 
diers and arm'd Seamen, to march nnder 
the command of Colonel] Magnanini, 
This Conduct oblig'd the 1zrks to di- 
vide their Forces, they left a party to de- 
fend their Camp, and their Cavalry to 
the number of three thouſand went out 
to meet the Veretians, who receiv'd their 
firſt fre with great courage and ſted- 
faſtnels. Count Koningſmark marcht nw 
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wards them in very good order, and hind- 
ing bis opportunity, broke, their Ranks 
and forcd them to fly 3 but he not think- 
ing it proper to purſue the Vidtory far- 
ther, the Enemy had time to carry off 
their Tents, and ſome part of their Bag- 
gage; the Galleys .had orders to make 
near the Coaſt to ſerve as a ſafe retreat 
to thoſe Souldiers that might be {tragling 
for plunder.

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1686. Generalifſimo caus'd his grand Detach- 


ment from the Ships and Galleys, tg 
advance; having fitſt given all neceſſary 
orders for the ſafety of the Camp, and 
having plac'd himſclf at the head of ſome 
ſcle& Forces, he charg'd the Enemies, 
whom this freſh ſapply and the other 


-Fotces that came from the Sea-ſide, had

time to conſider what was to be done. 
The Governour ſent three Deputies to

ſhould be allow'd them to embark, and 
that they ſhould have a Convoy to Tere- 
dot. The next day the Capitulation was 
adjuſted, the Twrks put the Caſtle into 
the hands of the Generaliſſimo, and ſent 
Hoſtages without receiving any from 
him. The 3t. Signtor Moroſpxz, attend- 
ed by the Pope's Galleys, with thoſe of 
Florence and Malta, went into the Town, 
and there gave neceſſary orders. On the 
firſt of September it was under delibera- 
tion, whether or no they ſhould purſue 
the Seraſquier , but he himſelf took a- 
way the ground of that Conſult, by 
retiring to Argos on the firſt ridings he 
had of the Surrender of the place.

HE Forces of Dalmatia were not 1687. 
* idle evenin the Winter, but made 
continual Incurfzons into the Enemies 
Country, the ſeverity of the Scafon not 
{ being enough to make them obſerve any 
kind of Truceor Ceſlation. ' The Inhabi- 
tants and Garriſon of Sarto Stephanoſur- 
priz'd the Town of Antivari, all that op- 
J* posd them were put to the Sword ; and 
_ "I having brought together all the Booty

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1687, and Plate, and of nine hundred head of 
Carte}, they retired with it to their Quar- 
ters. The Ships of the Republique which 
were cruiſing in the Archipelago, took 
ſix more of the Turkiſh Veſlels which 
were laden with Provifion from /&g yps, 
and bound for Conſtantinople, where both 
the Plague and Famine did rage. 

Signior Peraſtino, Captain of a Veſſel 
named, Our Lady of Mountaigne, arriving 
at the Port of Sazda to take in Provifions 
and freſh Water, Signior Alviſe Marcelo, 
Proveditor Extraordinary, deſtrd him to 
take in Water at Seignet near Canes, him- 
{z]f having no more than was neceſſary 
for the ſubſiſtence of his Garriſon. He ad- 
vanc'd on the fide of Porto Nuovo, with

of it by a third Courter, reſolv'e ro go 
himſelf at the head of a Detachment of 
four hundred Horſe and Foot, ſcorning 
that a handful of Men ſhould t:ms brave 
him. But his Son having diſiwaded him 
from that Enterpriſe, took it upon him- 
ſelf, and march'd towards them with a 
defign to break through them. They 
were receivd by the Venetiqnus with 
Muſquet-ſhot : The Fight was long and 
bloody, both lides encountr ith e- 
qual vigour. The Baſha's Son attack'd 
the Chriſtians ſeveral times with all the 
fury of a Commander, reſolv'd to con- 
quer in deſpite of Fortune; yet the Twrks 
were at laſt forcd to retreat by the fa- 


| vour of the Night, with the loſs of many 


men: There were an hundred wounded, 
of which number was the Ba{ha's Son, who 
died in a few hours; his Horſe and 
Sword were taken and ſent to General 
Moroſini, This Baſha's Son was Nephew 


to the Sultan lately deposd, about five

this Aﬀtion a Courage and Condu@ above 
his years: His Father was ſo enrag'd at 
this il] ſucceſs, that he impriſon'd the 
ſecond 41; Bey, threatning to be reveng'd 
on him for the Death of his Son. 

In the mean time the Tarks, to keep 
their Forces in heart, reſolv'd to beſiege 
Singe in Dalmatia, endeavouring to per- 
{wade them, that on the event of this 
Siege depended the Succeſs of the whole 
Campaigne. In effect they inveſted the 
place with twenty thouſand men com- 
manded by the Baſha's of Boſſime and 
Erizegovine, and twenty fix piece of 
Cannon,. with ſome Mortars, which they 
divided in three Batteries. They thought 
ihemſclves fo ſure of carrying the Town, 
that the next day after they came before 
it, i(Phey ſent away eight thouſand men 
-to attempt to enter into the Province of 
Zoga. The Marquis Borri, General of 
the Batta}ia, and Governour of the place, 
writ to General Cormaro as ſoon as he 
found himſelf beſieged, that he wanted 


neither Men nor Provifions, and that hefi 


was the more reſolute to defend it, in 
that he hop'd he ſhould in a ſhort time

joy'd to hear thisreſolution, yet did not in 
the mean time negleQ to ſend a Reinforce- 
ment of men who got into the place, not- 
withſtanding the vigilance of the Enemy. 
In the mean time the {urks with twelve 
thouſand men that remain'd, attack'd a 
Rondel, and made three aſſaults one after 
another, an all which they were repulsd. 
The Garriſon made ſeveral Sallies with ſo 
good ſucceſs, that they cut off rhe Heads 
of above an hundred 1arks, and placd 
them on the Walls to give terrour to 
the reſt, The Taxrks ſeeing themſelves ſo 
miſtaken in their meaſures, having re- 
manded their Detachment, ſent to ſum- 
mon the Governour, and to terrife him, 
they let him know that no quarter ſhould 
be given, unleſs he ſurrendred; that the 
relief he might pretend to expect, was at 
ſo great a diſtance, that the place would 
be taken before it could come : They bid 
him ' conſider of it; but the beſt advice 
they could give him, was to provide for 
his affairs in good time. The Governour 


having receiv'd this Complement, gave 


them for anſwer, That if either Party had 
reaſon to fear, 1t mult certainly be them- 
ſelves;

Bridge of Cettina, Heentred their Camp, 
where he found ſome Barrels of Powder, 
ſome Swords, and one piece of Cannon, 
which the Enemies had left, having firſt 
nail'd it. The 24th. General Corzaro en- 
tred into the Town, being extremely 
well fatisfy'd with the vigorous reliſtance 
the Garriſon had made, and gave a thou- 
ſand Commendations to Marquis Boyrz, 
and the other Officers who had fignalliz'd 


themſelves on this occaſton. The Senate 


being advertisd of it, caus'd conſiderable 


Preſents to be made them, and the Soul- | 


diers had each of them a piece of money, 


On the 25th. Te Deume was ſung. On the | 


26th, the General retir'd to Spalatro, ha- 
ving firſt given neceldary Orders for the 
reparation of the place, and the Forces 

return'd to their Quarters. 
The Baſha of Ertzegovine being next, 
that he could not ſucceed in his Enter- 
priſe, took his revenge for that diſgrace 
by waſting the Territory cf Trax, .reapd 
the Harveſt, and carry'd away all the 
Corn, This Paſha gathered together 
three thouſand men more, and march'd 
towards the Fort of Ops{ch, a little place 
firuate

fign to attack it, . He flatter'd himſelf 
with the thought, that he need no more 
than, ſhew himſelf to gain the plaee 3 but 
the Governour of the place had very dif- 
ferent Sentiments, inſtead of opening the 
Gates to him, as he expeRted, he repre- 
ſented to his little Garriſon, that a glo- 


 rious Death was better than a ſhameful 


Servitude, which was all could be ex- 
pected, if they ſurrendred on diſcretion, 
and that they would not die without fa- 


| crificing a great number of the Infidels. 


Signior Corzars having notice of this , 


| thought himſelf obligd without delay to 


ſecond the good reſolution of the Beſieg- 
ed; for this purpoſe he commanded ſome 
Forces of that fide to march, and ſent or- 
ders to Chevalier Jarco to be there with 
the Morlaques, three Galleys, and ſome 
other Vellels to tranſport the Forces. 
This march, and the reſolution of the Be- 
fieged, obligd the Baſha to retire, not 
being willing ro engage himſelf farther 
in an attempt which was like to prove as 
vain as that of Siz-ge had been. But the 
Morlaques not content to havediſappoinr- 
ed their Enemies Deſigns, ſurprizd the

1687, Suburbs of Duzeno, and ſeveral Village 


of that Country, which they pillagd and 
burnt : The Booty they carryd away, 
conſiſted of many Priſoners, with a great 
number of Sheep and Cattel. 


During this time the Pirates of Dulcig- | 


220 went on {hore in the Territories of the 
Republique, and carry'd many away into 
Slavery, and amongſt others, the Go. 
vernour of Citta-Novs, with all his Famt- 
ly. Some Veſſels were commanded out 
to cut them off intheir return, but could 
not light on theſe Pirates. 

Count Coningſwrark had ſhewd much 
Experience, Courage and Condud in the 
Service of the Republique. The King of 
Suedes, who had a value for him, ha- 
ving remanded him, the Doge writ the 
following Letter to bis Majeſty, which 
here you have in the ſame terms asit came 
from Stockholm.

This 
landing was made without any oppoſi- 
tion, and it was ſaid afterwards by the 
Priſoners, that the Seraſquier ſuffer'd it 
on purpoſe, being reſolv'd upon this oc- 
calion to conquer or die. The Chriſti- 
ans being poſted along the Sea-Coaſt,about 
an hundred Turkiſh Horſe came up and 
charg'd the Hanover Forces, but were vi- 
goroully repuls'd with the loſs of twenty 
men, there being but two of rhe Chriſti- 
ans kill'd, and ſeven wounded. The next 
day a Council of War was held to debate 
what way was to be taken to attack the

from the Seaz but when Count Conings- 
mark had ſent him an Approbation of it, 
fgn'd by all the Generals and Colonels, he 
agreed tot. : 

They march'd in the Evening, having 
made Proviſion for ſome days, they left 
the Mountains on their right hand, and 
the Wood and the Sea on their left. They 
met with ſome very rugged ways in their 
march, and ſo narrow that they could 
not paſs two a breaſt; from whence it 
may be judged with how much difficulty 
they brought on the Artillery, which was 
done by thoſe of the Galleys. Signior 
Sarndo, Captain of the Gulf, had paſs'd 
the Dardanels on the 234. in the Evening 
to cut off the Communication between 


the Turkiſh Camps; and on the 24th. a- 


bout Noon the Chriſtian Army appear'd 
before the Enemy in very good order, 
the forces of Hanover being for the 
greateſt part on the right Wing, and the 
whole Army drawn up in a ſquare Body. 

The Enemy preſently march'd out of 
the Trenches with ten thouſand Foot, and 
four thouſand Horſe, and gave 'the. firſt 
Volley, though at ſome diſtance3' the

A Colonel of the 
Sclavonians was kill'd and his loſs very 
much reſented, he being a man of fingular 
merit. The Seraſquiers great Standard 
was taken with ten others. The Tents had 
moſt of them been raig'd and carry'd 
away from the Camp, but there were 
found (1x pieces of Artillery, ſome Wag- 
gons laden with Ammunition and Bag- 
gage, and a great number of Horſes and 
Arms : They took alſo fourteen Galleys 
which the Tarks had left in the Gulf, 
The Garriſon of Patras having ſeen 
this defeat, and that Captain Negro was 
advancing towards them with ſome Vo- 
luntecrs, quitted the place with all the 
Artillery and Ammunition that was 10 it. 
Patras 1s a very ancient City, and the 
'Seat of an Archbiſhop ; its ſituation 1s 
convenient for Traffick and Navigation.

and the French are wont to traffick, It 
was a Dutchy 1n time of the Deſpots, but 
thoſe Princes finding themſelves too weak 
to defend it, ſold it to the YVeretians in 
the year 1408. the Tarks took it from 
them in 1463. In 1533. Doria befieg'd it 
and took it ; a little time after he made 
ſure his Conqueſt by the reduQtion of the 
Fortreſs thar commands it , which ſur- 
rendred it ſelf, though it had formerly 
held out g_ a powerful Army of the 
Emperor Conſtantinus Palzologas. The 
next year the 1zrks return'd and expeiPd 
the Venetians. 

In the mean time Baſha Mehewet, who 
was with (ix thouſand men near the Ca- 
ſtle of Romelia, fled alſo with the Gar- 
riſon of- the place, having firft blown up 
part of it. Guiſulderem Mahemet, who 
was near the Caſtle of Morez, did the 
ſame, having diſcover'd the Venetian Gal- 
leys early in the Morning making towards 
the place from the Dardanels, ; but what 
is moſt ſurpriſing, is, that the City of Le- 
pante, which is very ſtrong, ſurrendred 
it ſelf without reſiſtance at the firſt diſ- 
covery 
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tiares Naval Army. The Garriſon went 
away With as much as every. Souldier 
could carry on his back. The Generalif- 
ſfimo entred the place, and ſet up the 
Standard of the Republique. Lepart is 
an Archbiſhop's See 3 it 1s built all round 
a Hill, on the top of which is the For. 
treſs, ſurrounded with four thick Walls 
divided from each other by the Vallies 
where the Houſes of the Inhabitants ſtand, 
The Haven is of five hundred paces, the 
mouth of it fifty, and the Channel is nor 
deep. However the famous Pirate Darach 
Bey harbour'd there formerly with his 
Galleys. There have been four Temples 
conſecrated, to Neptune, Venus, FEſcula- 
pize, and Diaze: There are at preſent 
ſeven Moſques, two Churches for the 
Greeks, and three Synagogues for the 
Jews, There are on the Eaſt-{ide near 
the Sea abundance of fine Springs which 
afford Water to the Mills for Powder usd 
by thoſe that dreſs Spaniſh Leather, the 
Trade of the Inhabitants. being 1n that 
Powder. Theſe Springs afterwards gli- 
ding on at the Foot of twelve great Plane 
trees, form a place of much delight, _ 
then 
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then ſupply a great many curious Gardens 1687. 


with their Waters 3 their Banks are beau- 
tify'd with Citron, Limmon and Orange 
trees; the Territory produces excellent 
Wine. In the year 1408. Lepart was 
under the Imperial Seat of Conſtantinople, 
but Exzazxel, who then rul'd, not find- 
ing himſelf ſtrong enough to defend the 
lace, put it into the hands of the Repub- 
= the Venetians put it into a Condi- 
tion of making a good defence. In 1475. 
it was beſieged by thirty thouſand Tyrks, 
who having batter'd it during the ſpace 
of four months; in vain, were forc'd to 
raiſe the Siege. But inthe year 1498. Bz- 
jazet the ſecond attack'd it at the head of 
150000. men, and took it. 

It ſeems almoſt incredible that the Ye- 
zetians ſhould gain all theſe Advantages 
in the ſpace of tour and twenty hours, but 
it is certain they won the Battel, and 
gain'd theſe four important Fortreſles in 
leſs than a day and a half, viz. from the 


Morning of the 23d. of Jxly, to ten of 


the Clock the next day. They found in 
the Camp, and the places the Txrks had 


quitted,. one hundred forty five- piece of 


Artillery, and in the Gulf of Lepart, ſe- 


veral 


1687. veral Gallies, Galeafſes, and other Vel- 
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ſels charg'd with Provifions, and ſome 
Chriſtians whom they immediately ſet at 
Uberty. 20 

It happen'd ſome days before the aQion 
Jaſt mention'd, that Polar; the Prove. 
ditor of Zarnata, detach'd two thouſand 
men, who were joyn'd by a thouſand 
more - from the Proveditor of Coros; 
they encamp'd within two leagues of the 
Town of Larithene, their aim being to 
ſurprize it, which the Seraſquier under- 
ſtanding, he ſent out an hundred and 
fifty Horſe to view the Chriſtians Camp, 
The Mainotts intercepted their paſlage, 
and advancd up to the Town; the Gar- 
riſon ſally'd out, to attack this handful of 
Mainotts;, the other three thouſand be- 
ing come up, thoſe of Laritheze, endea- 
voured to ſave themſelves in the Town, 
but the others entred Pell-mell with 
them, and pillag'd the. Town, giving quar- 
ter to none but four hundred perſons 
whom they made Slaves. 

After Signior - Moroſin: had ſent an 
account of theſe Progreſſes to the Re- 
publique, it was order d by them in full 
Senate, That the Arms of this moſt 1l- 
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laſtrious General ſhould be ſet up in the 1687. 


great Council-Hall, and that Count Co- 
#ingsmark's annual Penſion ſhould be en- 
creas'd fix thouſand Ducats. At the ſame 
time a Preſent of four thouſand Ducats 
was aſſign'd to the Prince of Harover, 
and a Sword of two thouſand to Viſcount 
Twrene 3 the Marquis of Conrbor's pay was 
encreasd two thouſand Ducats by giving 
him the place of Serjeant-General of the 
Battaliaz and proportionable acknow- 
ledgments were made to all thole who 
bad had the Honour to fignalize them- 
elves. 


The firſt care the Generaliſſimo took 


after his new Conqueſts, was, not only 
to give ſolemn thanks to God, but to 
cauſe all the Churches 'to be re-conſe- 
crated , which had been usd by the In- 
fidels for Moſques. Theſe Churches were 
dedicated under the Name of ſeveral 
Saints, and given to ſeveral religious Or- 
ders; at Patras one was conſecrated ro 
the Immaculate Conception, and given to 
the Coventual Fryers; another fituate 
in the Suburbs, was dedicated to Saint 
Andrew, who (by the Report of ſeveral 
Authors ) had there ſuffer'd x 
under 
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1887. under the Proconſul Zgews 3 it was gf 
ven to the diſcalcd Carmelites. The 
Moſque of Lepenrt was conſecrated anew 
ander the name of Saint James, that 
City being reduc'd under the obedience 
of the Venetians on the Feaſt-day of that 
Saint, Signior Moreſ#5 after he had pro- 
vided for the Government of the Church, 
took into his conſideration the Govern- 
ment of the Places he had taken, and 
nam'd all neceſlary Officers, to the end 
that the People being furniſhd with all 
things, might enjoy that peace and reſt 
which had long been unknown tothem, 
Signior Gzrolamo Prinuls was made Go- 
vernour of Patras, and Signior Petro 
Grioni, Lieutenant z Signior Tadeo Gra- 
denigo, Governour of Lepaxt 3 and Mar- 
quiſs Meſ#/ipa, Lieutenant 3 Signior Mar- 
co Barbarigo, Governour of the Caſtle of 
Morea; and Signior Girolamo LJepolo, 
Lieutenant : that . of Roezelia had for 
Governour, Signior Alviſe Sagredo till fur- 
ther orders. Signior Moroſini ſent to 
ſummon the Caſtle Torzeſe, which is a 
Fortreſs ' near the Province of Belvedere, 
between the Gulf of Chzarenze and that 
of Arcadia; it 1s built upon an eminence 
about

about three miles diſtant from the Sea. x687. 


TheAga who was there,made no reſiſtance, 
but defir'd to capitulate, and after the 


| firſt Summons quitted the place; it was 


the ſole defence of two hundred Villages 
and Forts in that moſt fruitful part of the 
Morea; all which ſubmitted themſelves 5 
an hundred and fifty Tzrks that deſfired:r, 
receivid Baptiſm, the reſt retir'd towards 
Achaia, There were found in Caſtle-Tor- 
veſe nine: piece of Braſs Cannon, and 
twenty. of Iron. 

The Seraſquier, after the loſs of Patras, 
retird to Corinth with the remnant of his 
Army, and Signior Moroſ;zi being deſirous 
to compleat his Victory, and at theſame 
time let the Seraſquier ſee he had both 
Courage and Strength enough to take that 
place whither he had retird with all his 
Forces, made towards the Gulf of Corinth 
with his Fleet, augmented now with four-- 
teen Galeots which had been taken un- 
der the Caſtles of Lepant ; in the mean 
time Count Coningsmark, on his part ad- 
vanc'd thither by land. 

The Seraſquier having heard of this 
march, and not finding among the four 
thouſand men he had, reſolution enough 


to 
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1687, to defend themſelves, fell into ſuch a de- 


{pair, that he caus'd fire to be ſet to the 
Magazines of Powder and Viquals, and 
to ſome Houſes in the City and Out-town, 
and blew up ſome part of the Fortifica- 
tions, and then took his flight towards 
Thebes, and ſo quitted the Morea. He 
ſent Orders before to the Governours of 
ſome Fortreſſes to ſet fire to them, and 
joyn him with their Garriſons and Bag- 
gage in the craggy Mountains of Thebes, 
there to wait for relicf from Conſtantino- 
ple. He burn'd, deſtroy*d, and killd all 
the Greeks he found in his way, becaufe 
they ſeem'd not diſposd to make ſuch 
oppolition to the YVemetians as he expected; 


to which he added, That they were the | 


cauſe of all the ill ſucceſs of the War 3 but 
thoſe of that Nation being provok'd by 
ſuch barbarous uſage, kill'd two thouſand 
of his men, and made four hundred Pri- 
ſoners. 

As they drew nearer to Corinth, they 
perceiv*d afar off the reſt. of the Turkiſh 
Cavalry on their i1ght, and the City ap- 
peard on fire; but it was quench'd be- 
fore it conſumd a!l the Magazines, and 
there was found great ſtore of Viduals 


and 
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and Ammumition, belides fix and forty 1687, 


Braſs Cannon, and four of Iron. The 
chief of the Grecians who were come 
out of the City to meet the Venetians, 
fell- at the feet of the Generaliſimo in 
the name of the reſt of the Inhabitants, 
and told him there were no [wrksin the 
place, but that they believ'd ſome of them 
were at Miſitra, A great Detachment 
was plac'd in Garriſon at Corinth; two 
Companies in the Citadel, from whence 
a like number of the Tarks were fled, and 
there the Standard of St, Mark was ſet 
up: Signior Moroſrni view'd the place, 
and provided all things they might ſtand 


| in need of; he receivd the ſubmiſhon of 


the Metropolitan, and many other Bi- 
ſhops and Prieſts. They ſhew'd to the 
Venetians the Mount Parnaſſus, the Foun- 
tain of Helicon, and that of Pirene ſo ce- 
lebrated by Homer; a Statue of Janus 
found in the Suburbs of Corinth, the 
Tomb of Diogenes, the Ruins of the Tem- 
ple of Minerva, and ſeveral other pieces 
of Antiquity, as alſo the marks of the 
Wall built by the Yeretians in the year 
1463. toencloſe the Iſthmus of Corinth. 
Lewis Loredan General at Sea , having 


EL landed 
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1687. landed his Forces to joyn them with 


thoſe of Bertold d* Eſte, and employ them 
joyntly on this Work ; thirty thouſand 
Workmen were ſet to it, who in the 
ſpace of fifteen days finiſh'd it, adding to 
it double Ditches, and an hundred thirty 
fix Towers, This Work was call'd Exa- 
milion by reaſon of its length, which 
was fix miles; inthe middle of it, as ſoon 
as it was finiſh'd, an Altar was prepar'd, 
and the whole Army heard Maſs there, 
This Country was famous for the 1/fhmian 
Games, the Temple of Neptune, and the 
Forreit of Pines,of whoſe Branches Crowns 
were made for the Champions. 

There are few places mention'd in An- 
tiquity that hasſuffer'd more remarkable 
changes of Fortune, or been oftner ruind 
than Corinth, It is near the middle of 
the Iſthmus where the Kgean and Jonzan 
Sea meet 3 its {ituation 1s ſo commodious, 
that it has been calld the Eye of Greece, 
and Bulwark of Peloponneſas, It was, ac- 
cording to Plutarch, the chief City of all 
Greece ;, and Cicero ſaid it was the Beanty 
axd Glory of it. It was deſtroyed by the 
Romans under the Conſul Memnizs, and 
rebuilt by AuguiFzs; it has been ruin'd by 
Amurath 
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Amurath the.ſecond, and by his Son Ma. 16957, 


komet ; it has furniſhd the Church with a 
great number of Saints. St. Pal re- 
main'd there eighteen Months, and we 
read in the Holy Scripture two Epiltles 
writ by him to the Inhabitants of this 
place, whom he had converted : They ſe- 
parated themſclves from the Communion 
of the Church under the Greek Empe- 
rors. Corinth was belieg'd in the time of 
the Emperor Emanne/, by Roger the Nor- 
mand, King of Naples, and reliev'd by 
the Veretians. About two hundred years 
afrer it fell under the Dominion of the 
Deſpots of Greece, who return it into the 
hands of the Venetians. Mahomet II. next 
made himſelf Maſter of it 3 1t has had thir- 
teen Kings in the time of the firſt Dyna- 
ſtie, which began by Lelex, firſt King of 
the Lacedemorians, and ended with T:/a- 
zenes, Son of Oreſtes, their thirteenth 
King, whom Procles and Exriſthenes, Sons 
of Ariffodemws and Argia, drove out; 
they were Twins, and reigning together 
in Lacedem:07, made the ſecond Dynaſtie: 
Their Poſterity reignd in the ſame man- 
ner divided into two Families Royal, the 
C » of the Agides, or Enriſthenid?s, who

1687. were the moſt famous and had One and 


thirty Kings 3 the other of the Proclides 
or Enripontides, who had but Twenty 
tour. 

The Citadel of Corizth, of which we 
have ſpoken, is calld Acro-Corimth; it is 
a Caſtle built on the top of a high Hill, 
and was formerly thought impregnable, 
Art and Nature ſeeming to have contend. 
ed to make it ſtrong. 

The Generalitimo knowing there was 
yet remaining a great Body of Tarks in 
Miſtra, made a great Detachment of his 
regulated Forces and the Mairots, and 
ſent them thither under the Command of 
Signior Pclani, Ar their firſt appearing 
before the Place, the white Flag was 
hung out, and the Governour ſent four 
Deputies to the Generaliſimo, to defire 
the Garriſon might have free Paſſage, 
but they were anſ{wer'd, That unleſs the 
Town would pay Two hunder'd thou- 
ſand Piaſtres he wou!ld put all the Inhabt 
tants from the age of Eighteen to Fifty 
into the Galleys, and that he would let 
none go bat Women and thoſe that were 
aged. 


Miſitra 
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deſerves a particular Deſcription : No- 
thing was more celebrated among(t the 
Ancients than the Names of Lacedemor 
and Sparta, This City that now bcars 
the name of Mzſttra was once calld by 
both thoſe names; the firſt upon the ac- 
count of Lacede#mon who ſucceeded 
Lelex, the other from Queen Sparta, 
Daughter of the fame Lacedemor and 
Exropa; though ſome Authors are of 0- 
pinion, that this laſt name was given by 
Ipartrs Son of Phoronens King of 24rgos, 
who was its firſt Founder. - Its Circumfe- 
rence has anciently been Forty eight 
Stades 3 the ground it ſtands on 1s part 
plain and part rifing : The Mount Tayge- 
tys Commands it ; but what 1s moſt to be 
admir'd, is, that this City preſcrv'd it felf 
Eight hunderd years, without Fortitica- 
tions, againſt the frequent Attempts of 
all its Enemies, and that it no ſooner 
had Walls but it grew leſs Proſperous, 
and oftner chang'd its Maſter. Irs Lati- 
tude is 25 Degrees 26 Minutes : This 
City is divided into four Parts, the Ca- 
ſtle, the new Town, the middle Suburvss 
and the out Suburbs ; this laſt 1s ſeparated 


Miſitra is a City ſo conſiderable that it 1687. 
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1687. from the other Parts by the Vaſili Potamos, 


over which there is a Bridge for Commu. 
nication ; the Caſtle is fituate on an E- 
minence which bears the form of a Sugar 
Loaf : there are ſeveral Ciſterns of Water, 
and in the middle of it a Moſque, which 
was formerly a Church of the Chriſtians; 
the Situation .of it 1s ſo advantageous, 
that all Hiſtorians agree 1t was never ta- 
ken by force, though it has been brikly 
aſſaulted by the Veretians, and by Maho- 
met the Second. The Deſpots causd it to 
be built about the time when the Greciar 
Empire began to decay : Authors are not 
agreed concerning the Foundation of La- 
cedgmon ; but according to the Calcula- 
tion of Father Petax, it might be 3422. 
years ſince this City was built 3 and ſo it 
will be more ancient than Carthage, Sira- 
euſe, Alexandria, Lyons, or Marſeilles, 
which are reputed the moit ancient. Ct- 
ties of the Wcrld, The Deſpot Theodore 
in the Year 1405. fold Sparta and Co- 
rinth to Phillibert de Nail/ac, Prior of 
Aquitain, and Great Maſter of Rhodes, 
but the Treaty was without effeCt : The:- 
dore left this City to his Nephew of his 
own Name, Son to the Emperor Emarzel. 
T his 
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This Theodore the Second married an 1ta- 16 7, 


lian Lady, of the Houſe of Malateſta, by 
which means the Title of Duke of Sparta 
fell to that Family 3 he ſucceeded his Bro- 
ther Johz in the Empire of Conſtantinople, 
and placd his youngeſt Son Conſtantine 
on the Throne of Sparta, which fell at 
laſt to the ſhare of Prince Demetrixs, 
from whom it was taken by Mahomet the 
Second in 1460. and 3200. years after its 
Foundation. Benedetto Colleonetook this 
City in 1473. but by his death was pre- 
vented from taking the Caſtle. This City 
was under the Republique from the time 
of the Doge Henrico Dandolo; and Wri- 
ters agree not about the time that it was 
taken from the Venetians. 

In the mean time the Albanians and 
Meorlaques of the Morea purſu'd the {urks 
in their retreat towards T hebes, and kill'd 
and took Priſoners a great number- of 
them. Many Grecian Families left Achaia 
to come into the Morea, and above 
Twelve thouſand Inhabitants (of which 
Three thouſand were able to bear Arms) 
did the ſame. Many alſo of Romelia de- 
manded the Protection of the Republick, 
and the Generaliſſimo order'd them ſome 
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1687, Ships for their Paſſage into the Morea, 


But let us now take a view of Dalmatia, 
where the Republick extends its Limits by 
new Conquelts. 

Many of the People of Dalmatia came 
daily to place themſelves under the Pro- 
tection of the Venetians, and at the ap- 
proach of General Corzaros Army, ten 
Villages, with the Baſha that command- 
ed them, did the ſame. Count Noxcovich, 
who Commanded the Militia of the 
Streights of Zagabria, joyn'd Two thou- 
ſand of his Men to the Venetian Forces, 
and being enter'd into the Ertzegovine, 
took the Caſtle of ſeven Towers, where 
One hunder'd and fifty Turks were made 
Priſoners, beſides thoſe that were kilPd in 
the defence of it, and having pillag'd the 
Place ſet fire to it. In his retreat he laid 
an Ambuſcade for the Governour of 
Smocco, and having taken him causd his 
head to be cut off, without giving any 
ear tothe Propoſitions he made of Twen- 
ty thouſand Crowns for his Ranſom, 

Signior Corzaro Proveditor general of 
Dalmatia, telolv'd to lay Siege to Caſtel- 
Novo, the Auxiliary Galieys having ct 
out towards that Place, 1n order to joyn 
the 
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the Fenetian Forces, but thcy would not 
obey him,becauſe he was but 1n the quali- 
ty of Proveditor general ; but ihe Senate 
took away this difficulty by f-nding him 
the Fanal, and the Gorfalon or Standard, 
with the Tile of Captain Geaeral for 
that Campaign only. 

Some time before the Forces ſet out for 
the. Siege of Caſtel-Novo , they made 
an itruprion into the Territory of Narerx- 
zz, and fſetring Fire to thirty Villages, fa- 
vour'd the deſign which Two thouſand 
Morlaques had of joyning themſelves to 
the YVenetians, Six hunder'd that were 
thought fit to rear Arms were command- 
ed to joyn theinſclves ro rhe other For- 
ces, and diſpute the FPatlage with the [n- 
fdels that were goi'g ro f{uccour Cajte/- 
Novo. The Biipa of Ertzegovine would 
alſo have hinderd the Veretrars trom cn- 
tring into the Territory of Narex=2, but 
was vigorouſly repuls'd and forc'd to 
fly. 
lc Janco having put himſelf at 
the Head of a detachment of Morlagquer, 
defeated a Party of Three hunder'd lzrks, 
but it coſt him his Life, for as he was go- 
ing to cut off the head of a Turk whom 


he 
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1697, he had overthrown, the Barbarian ſhot 


oft a Piſtol and kilfd him; his lofs was 
much reſented bath by the Morlagues and 
Venetians, eſpecially the latter; for ſince 
he had embrac'd their Intereſts he had 
done them very great S:rvices, and by his 
Courage and Conduct contributed very 
much to their Conquelſts in Dalmatia. 

The following Relation of the Stege of 
Caifel- Novo was ſent from Malta; we 
may well believe it exact, ſince it come 
from a Knight of the Order, who wasan 
Eye witneſs of what pals'd 1n the Siege, 
and was himſelt in the greateſt occaſions 
of Danger. 

Count Herbeſteizz Grand Prior of Hur. 
gary, ani General of the Gallies of Mal- 
#72, who beſides his Squadron of eight 
Galleys, had alfo under his command ſe- 
ven of thoſe belonging to the Pope, ha- 
ving receiv'd expreſs Orders both from 
his Holineſs and the Grand Maſter, not 
to joyn the Venetian Army in the Morea, 
Commanded by Generalifſimo Moroſpni, 
tor fear of the Plague, having daily con- 
firmations of their ſuſpicion that 1t was 
amongſt them, found himſelf out of ca- 
pacity to employ his forces for the Ser- 
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vice of Chriftendom, and after having 1687. 


been cruiſing on the Sea tor the ſpace of 
three Months, he did but wait the Orders 
of the Grand Maſter to return to Malta, 
when he receivd, in Calabriz on the 29d. 
of Auguſt, a Packet from Rome, by which 
he underſtood that his Holineſs had re- 
ſolv'd to make an Attempt on fome of 
thoſe Places the Tarks held in Dalmatia 
along the Gulf of ere. 

This news baving made him haſten to- 
wards that fide, he arrivd there on the 
kventh of Azguſt, and having advertisd 
General Gerozimo Cornaro of it, went to 
Anchor towards the Ifle of Lezire to at- 
tend him there, who in the mean time 
was employ'd 1n gathering his Forces to- 
zether : After they had had ſome mutual 
Correſpondence by Letters, they argreed 
on the Siege of C 2ſte!-Nowo, but notwith- 
ſtanding all his diligence General Cornaro 
could not be 1n readineſs to act till the 
latter end of the Month. 

Caſtel-Novo is a Place of great impor- 
tance to the 1arks, Siruate towards the 
Mouth of the Gult of Caſtaro,which takes 
ts name from another Place belonging to 
the Republique, lying art the lower end 


of 
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1687. of the Gulf, the Garriſon of which Place, 


1 


as well as the Inhabitants of thoſe that areÞhoy 


adjacent being ſubject to the YVeretians, 
are always at blows with the Militia 0 
Caitel-Novo, by reaſon of which theſe In. 
fidels are inur'd to War, and areeſteemed 
the moſt courageous and reſolute of all 
the Country, This Place 1s Situate on 
the Sea fide, and extends it ſelf on two 
Lines, the one looking towards Albania, 
the other towards the City of Ragsſa; and 
where 1t reaches furtheſt into the Land, 
there is a Caſtle that Commands the whole 
Town : Beſides this Caſtle there 1s ano- 
ther, or if you pleaſe an old faſhion'd 
Fort apart from the Caſtle, which covers 
It and guards its avenues. The Place js 
encompaſs'd with old faihion'd Walls of 
thick and folid Stone-work, and flank'd 
with great Towers, between which there 
are ſome lefler, and though it has no 
out- works, the Ground abour it 1s ſo ad- 
vantageous by reaſon of its unevennels, 
which forms certain Curtains where they 
may ealily retrench, that it is incredible 
how difficult and dangerous the ap- 
proaches are.

that he came back two or three hours at- 
ter with two hundred and forty other 
Turks well arm'd and equippd, This odd 
Adventure gave occalion to another 
accident which would have quitetired the

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1637. conſtancy of any Garriſon leſs obſtinately 


pen ens 
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reſolv'd to endure the laſt extremities : 
For General Cornaro ſeeing their Forces 
ſo conſiderably diminiſh'd, and taking 
from thence a freſh occaſion to ſummon 
them to ſurrender, threatning, that if 
they delay'd till the Aſſault, he would put 
them all to the Sword : They anſwer'd 
with their accuſtomed haughtinels , that 
they were relolv'd to defend the place to 
the laſt. 

Upon which we began to fire upon 
them, and one of our Bombs lighting by 
chance into a little Fort near the Sea-{1de 
where the Befieged kept their Powder, 
and where the Women and Childten were 
put, as into a place of leaſt danger, the 
fire catching hold of this Powder, blew 
ap the Fort, and all that was in it, making 
a diſmal ſpectacle, as may well be ima- 
gin'd, 

On the ſame 28th. day the breach at 
laſt appearing reaſonable wide , - reſolu- 
tion was taken to make advantage of the 
Conſternation into which ſo ſtrange an 
Adventure, in all probability, had caſt 
the Enemies, and give the Atjault in two 
places; for which purpoſe a body was 

= 0 fram'd 
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ftram'd of twelve hundred men. The 
Detachments of the Battalion of Malta, 
and the Pope's Forces, which made up one 


part of them, commanded by Chevalier 
de Paulmy, were to charge firſt on the 
right, on the ſide of the Caſtle, where the 
ſtrongeſt Afault was to be made, while 
the Florentines, with other Venetian For- 
ces commanded by the Marquiſs Borry, 
were to charge on the lefr, more towards 
the Sea, where there was a great Tower 
much batter*d by the Cannon. 

But notwithſtanding all their Efforts, 
the Attempt had no ſucceſs, the Breach 
not being in that ſtate as was imagin'd, 
In fine, when Chevalier de Panlmy, with 
ſeveral Knights, and the Detachments 
commanded by him, had with great v1- 
zour mounted. the Breach, he plainly per- 
ceived, notwithſtanding the Enemnes fire, 
that that place ſunk into a Precipice on 
the fide of rhe beſieged, and that there 
was a ſtrong Paliſade behind, which the 
Tarks were retrench'd , which with les 
difficulty, was found true after tte taking 
of the Town. This impos'd upon him a 
neceſſity of contenting himlelf with the 
Proofs he had given of his Courage, and

way the greateſt part of uſcleſs Souls : 
Afﬀeer this, thanks were given to God, and 
two Moſques that were in the Town, 
Conſecrared, the one being Dedicated to 
the Bletled Virgin, theother to St. Jerome. 

We parted from Caſtel-Novo the Fourth 
of OFober, and the Wind being favou- 
rable, after we had divided our ſelves 
trom the Popes Galleys fear the Pharos 
of Meſſzna, - on the Ninth we arriv'd 
happily in the Port of Malta.

The Campaign ended with the caking 
of Caftel-Nove, which is the moſt confi- 
derable Conqueſt that has been made in 
that Country during the prefent War, 
General Cornaro preſently gave order for 
repairing the Breaches to ſecure it again(t 
any Aſlaule. The Tarks were fo diſtra&t- 
ed with this loſs, that they quitted ſeve- 
ral little Places about Caftel-Nowoe. On 
the other fide divers People of Dalzeatis 
came over in throngs to {ide with the Re- 
publique : Among(t others thoſe of Er#- 
zegovine ſent Twenty four Deputies to 
General Cornaro, with Twelve Colours 
they had formerly taken trom the Infidels, 
to beg of him to be ſecurd. The Gene- 
ral having receiv'd them 1n a very obhg- 
ing manner, gave them Twelve..Stan- 
dards to preſerve themſelves under the 
Prote&ion of the Republique; and they, 
n token of their acknowledgements, 
immediately put themſelves into the 
Field, with the Inhabitants of Bagzaaz, 
to the number of Four thouſand, with 
deſign to fight a Baſha who was there at 


the head of a thouſand Tarks Horle and

1687. Foot; he having notice of their march, 


retir'd to Cottone, where he thought to 
mtrench himſelf; but underſtanding af- 
terwards that the Morlaques march'd di- 
realy to him, he left the defence of it to 
Myuſtzi Begb, and Three hunder'd Mea he 
beſtow'd on him, and fled away with the 
reſt. In the mean time thoſe of Ertze. 
govine baving appear'd before the Place, 
the Terk delir'd to Capitulate, and ac- 
cordingly marcht out with his Garriſon 
and retird towards Foſſa. They eizd 
themſelves of this Poſt, with {ix Colours, 
and the Territory of Caſarnze, which de- 
pends on it, and they found there good 
ſtore of Proviſions. Athens, which alſo 
ſubmitted to the power of the Yenetians, 
was the laſt of the Succeſles obtain'd this 
year by the Republique on the fide of 
Greece. 

Afﬀer the taking of Corinth, the Vene- 
tim Army ſet fail towards Athens, and 
arrivd on the Twenty firſt of September 
at Porto-Lione, which takes 1ts name from 
a Lyon of Marble, ten Foot high, which 
ſtands at the lower end-of the Port. The 
Modern Grecians call it the Dragons 
Port, Cicero and Strabo, Portus Pirews ;

only Place the Twrks had now left in the 
Morea, Captain Verier was commanded 
with his Squadron to Bombard it. In 
effe&t, the Bombs being caſt into the 
Place with good ſucceſs, made a dread- 
ful deſtruction, and the Bridge by which 
the City had Communication with the 
Continent was ruind : But all this not 
ſhaking the Reſolution the Garriſon had 
taken of defending themſelves, the Army 
paſs'd forward, hoping they ſhould eafily 
reduce it the next Campaign, eſpecially 
ſince the Generalifimo had derach'd three 
Men of War and four Galliots, to block 
up the Place during the Winter, and hin- 
der them from being relievd either with 
Men, Proviſions or Ammunition. Some 
Forces alſo on the Land kept it blockt up, 
to the end that the want of Proviſions 
might reduce this City under the Obedi- 
ence of the Republique, which could not 
be eaſily carry'd by force. Let usnow re- 
turn to the Siege of Athens. 


As 
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As foon as the Fleet had caſt Anchor at 
Porto Lione, the Principal Greciers of 
that Cauntry came to ſignifie their Joy, 
for the arrival of the Chriſtians, and the 
proſpe& they now had of being in a ſhort 
time freed from the Txrkzþ Tyranny ; 
the Infidels had quitted the Town and 
retir'd jnto the Caſtle, where they ſeem'd 
reſolvd to defend themſclves, and began 
tO fire ata great rate. 

Which oblig'd Count Coningsmark to 
raiſe two Batteries, one of fix Cannon, 
the other of four Mortars, which were 
ready in a very ſhort time, and the Can- 
nons play'd the ſame Evening. In the 
mean time the Generaliſimo ſent Fifteen 
hunder'd Men into the City, as well to 
ſeize it, as to preſerve the Houlesof thoſe 
Grecian Inhabitants who had voluntarily 
ſubmitted themſelves ; after which they 
lummon'd the Befieged, who Proudly an- 
ſwer'd they were reſolv'd to defend them- 
ſelves, upon which the Veretians faw 
themſelves obligd to work at their ap- 
proaches, where a Serjeant Major and 
{ome Soldiers were kill'd : the works were 
continu'd eight days together, and a 
great number of Bombs were thrown into 
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the Caſtle, which blew up their Magazine 1697. 


of Powder. The Seraſquier having had 
notice that this Place was belieg'd, and 
that it was alſo hard preſs'd, gather to- 
ether in haſte ſome Cavalry and four hun- 
ler Foot, who being mounted behind 
the Horſemen, they march'd with all poſ- 
ible ſecrecy, knowing the ſucceſs of their 
Attempt depended on that. But Count 
Coningemark having had intelligence of 
their march from thoſe of the Country, 
be march'd againſt them, and put them to 
flight 3 aud being returnd to his Men he 
had' left about the City, he again ſum- 
mon'd the Beſieged, telling them they 


had now no reliet to hope for. Fear had 
already ſeizd them, ſo that being of 


themſelves diſposd to defire ſome Com- 
polition, they offer'd to ſurrender if they 
might go out with their Arms and Baggage. 
But the Generaliſimo reduc'd their De- 
mands to theſe Conditions. 
I, «< That the Garriſon ſhould go out 
& withaut Arms, and retire themſelves 
<* to what place they pleas'd, that each 
* of them ſhould carry on his back on- 
«ly what he thought moſt uſetul, and 
* that they ſhould have five days given

By vertue of this Article, all the Slaves 
that were then in the Caſtle were to re- 
main there, and none to be carried away 
by the Infidels. 

4. © Laſtly, if the Caſtle were. found 

* without Water or Vicuals, the prece- 

* dent Articles ſhould be void, becauſe 

* the Garriſon had ſurrender'd upon 

« neceſlity. | 

Theſe Articlesbeing (ign'd on both fides, 
the Venetians enterd the Caſtle, and five 
days after the Infidels went out to the 
number of Three thouſand,amongſt whom 
were Six-hunder'd Soldiers who embark'd 
for Smyrna ; but there remain d above 
600. who defir'd to be made Chriſtians. 
There were found in the Caſtle 50 Piece 
of Braſs Cannon, and ſome of Iron. Sig- 
nior Daniel Delfizo was made Governour, 
and Count Tomio Pompei Proveditor. 

The Naval Army was to winter at Por- 
to-Lione, and the Land Forces ——_ 
ter 
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ter*d about Athers ; they wrought at the 
building of ſome Forts, to hinder the 
Communication which Negroponte might 
have with the Continent, and alſo to curb 
the Garriſon of Thebes, which made fre- 
quent incurſions about Athers. The Con- 
queſt of this Place is ſo important, that it 
deſerves a particular Deſcription. 

Athens 1s not far from the Gulf of 
Exghia, which makes part of the Ionia: 
Sea3 it is the Metropolitan of Attica, and 
the moſt ancient City of all Greece. King 
Cecrops was its Founder, Iheſexs cnlarg'd 
it, and oblig'd thoſe of the Country to 
ſettle themſelves there.
